“COMPLETE NAME, BOTH FOR THE SECURITY OF THE DROP AND THE AGENT USING

ABSENDER AS THE INDICATOR FOR OPERATIONAL MAIL. HOWEVER, THIS 
PROBLEM WOULD NOT SEEM TO EXIST WITH WITTING DROPS, SOME OF WHOM 
MAY NEED NO INDICATOR AT ALUlTO RECOGNIZE MAIL WHICH IS OF INTEREST 
TO US. IN THOSE CASES WHERE NO> SPECIAL INDICATOR IS REQUIRED WE 
PREFER NOT TO USE ONE LEAVING ^EE SELECTION OF THE ABSENDER UP TO 
THE AGENT WRITING TO THE DROP I TTl ALL SUCH CASES THE AGENT WOULD BE 
INSTRUCTED BY US TO VARY THE NAME AND STREET ADDRESS IN THE ABSENDER 
OF EACH LETTER. WHEN IT IS NECESSARY THAT SOME INDICATOR BE USED TO 
IDENTIFY OPERATIONAL MAIL TO THE ACCOMMODATION ADDRESS IT IS RE- 
QUESTED THAUllTHER AN INITIAL OR FIRST NAM E ONLY BE USED, AND WHERE 
POSSIBLE, THAT BOB 'gr'Al LOWED TO MAKE THr'sFiJEtTTDN' OF THE OPERATIONA] 
INDICATOR FOR THOSE DROPS ASSIGNED EXCLUSIVELY TO BOB.
